Children’s Corner suite. When the 


for example, Debussy's 


composer's daughter Chouchou was 
five years of age. she was presented 
this musical excursion into play 
land. Debussy could not know, at 
the time, that he would be sepa 
rated from her by his death, only 
ten years later, and that the child's 
death would follow his by only 
one year. Nevertheless, the suite is 
one of the most delightful examples 
of a musical imagination at work 
Curiously, the titles of the var 
jous movements were written in 
English for the benefit of Chou- 
chou’s British governess. The suite 
opens with a parody of the pedantic 
piano exercises by the earlier Ital- 
ian composer, Clementi. These ex- 
ercises have plagued the lives of 
most young plano students, Next. 
in Jimbo's Lullaby, we have a mu- 
sical portrait of Chouchou’s stuffed 
doll elephant. This is followed by 
the Serenade of the Doll, with its 
suggestion of the strumming of a 
guitar. The Snow is Dancing car- 
ries with it the appropriate sugges 
tions of the whirling snow, and the 
Little Shepherd evokes the sound 
of a hollow reed instrument played 
on a mountainside. The suite con- 
cludes with the now-popular Golli 
wogg s Cakewalk. Minstrel shows 
had become very widespread in the 
period just preceding the composi 
tion of this work. It is perhaps for 
that reason that the Colliwogg s 
Cakewalk contains so much synco- 
pation and uses jazz harmonies. 
There is an unusual recording of 
the Children's Corner suite. along 
with six other works by the same 
composer, issued by Esoteric Ree- 


ords, The music is performed on 
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the Siena pianoforte, that most um 
usual instrument | wrote about at 
length in one of these colurnns dur 
ing 1956. Thanks to the unique 
tone qualities of this piano, the 
guitar strumming in the Serenade 
of the Doll emerges with a realism 
that could not possibly be obtained 
on the more conventional type of 
piano. The sounds of this piano are 
most appealing. as they emerge 
under the sensitive fingers of the 
pianist, Marisa Regules 

Perhaps the most touching of 
stories about music that originated 
in family devotion is that of Wag 
ner's Siegfried Idyll. It is, in fact, 
one of the few instances that we 
know of in which this composer 
acted in a tender, considerate man 
ner. As you may know, genius 
though he may have been. Wagner 
was anything but admirable as a 


human being. Be that as it may, 


at 7:30 on Christmas morning of 
1870, Wagner's wife, Cosima, was 
awakened by the gentle strains of 
some tender music that was being 
played on the stairs outside her 
bedroom. Wagner had written the 
work as a surprise birthday and 
Christmas gift (since her birthday 
fell on Christmas) and had re 
hearsed it in seeret with an orches 
tra of sixteen players. The score 
was first titled Triebschener Idyll, 
after the town, Triebschen. on Lake 
Lucerne, in Switzerland. It was 
here that the Wagners’ house was 
located But since Wagner's son, 
Siegfried, had been born here, a 
year and a half earlier. the score 
was later named 4 Siegfried Idyll. 
In spite of the fact that, at the first 
performance, the string section con 
sisted of only two first and two see 
ond violins, two violas, one cello 
and one double bass. the modern 
custom is to play the work with a 
full. conventional body of strings. 
It is in that form that it is recorded 
for Urania by the Orchestra of the 
Munich State Opera, under the di- 
rection of Franz Konwitschny. The

Parakeets 


Parakeets make personable and friendly pets 


Personality with a capital P is winning the Australian shell parakeet 
or budgereegah a place beside the dog and cat in the Big Three of 
American domestic pets. The growth in popularity of this bird 
over the past decade has been amazing. It was mainly as an orna- 
ment that the parakeet first entered the American home—for the 
beauty of his blue, green or yellow plumage and for his affectionate 
manner with his mate. Next, his ability to talk was discovered. More 
recently his playfulness and friendliness with the human members of 


the household have taken him from the cage to the family circle. 


Winning his confidence is the secret of changing the parakeet from 


a mere cage bird to a pet. Don’t try to take him by storm. At first

his cage. Clip the feathers on his wings’ tips if there’s any danger 
of ese ape out of open windows or doors. Be sure electric fans and 
other dangerous appliances are snapped off before releasing him. 
Don't be alarmed if in his first flights around the room your 
parakeet flies into walls or furniture. He needs to build up a little 
flying time before he can gauge distances. Put him back in his cage 
that first day as soon as he returns to perch on your finger or shoul- 
der. Avoid holding him in your hand, but carry him on your finger 
or shoulder all the way to the cage. even if there are a number of 
false starts during which he flies off and has to be persuaded to 


If he 


perched, approach him slowly and quietly. Above all, avoid the 


come back. won't settle. darken the room and, after he’s 


necessity of chasing him. A frightening experience of that kind will 


undo much of the confidence you have established. 


Teaching the parakeet to talk requires the same patience that 
finger taming demands. Kither male or female birds can learn, but 
younger birds learn faster than older birds. (Young birds can be 
distinguished from older by the white or very light blue color of 
the cere. or section above the beak on which the nostrils are located. 
The cere is medium or dark blue on older birds. Young birds have 
forehead markings too, which disappear in older birds.) The best 
age to start is about six months. It's best if one member of the family 
does the teaching- preferably a person with a higher voice, though 
he'll also learn from a person with a voice of low piteh. Avoid dis- 
tractions during the lessons. With the bird either perched on your 


finger or close to you in the cage so he can see your lips, slowly 


repeat the words you want him to learn first——“pretty bird” or 
“hello.” for example. Repeat the words over and over again, for 
perhaps five or ten minutes. Give several lessons a day, if that’s 
possible. Some birds learn more quickly than others, but always 
remember, patience is the key. There are also phonograph records 
available to simplify the teaching of parakeets. 

Tricks come naturally to a parakeet. However, the bird’s curiosity 
and playfulness can be directed too. Most pet shops have a variety of 
toys especially made for parakeets. There are wheeled carts with 
perches, acrobatic bars and climbers, bells and mirrors. These tricks 
with toys arise from four basic skills—perching. climbing down, 
climbing up and grasping with beak. A light push on the tail feath- 
ers will propel him in the direction you want him to move, once he’s 
had a chance to investigate the toy himself. A human audience is 
the best stimulant these most exhibitionistic of small birds can have. 

Of course, for bright-eyed intelligence and sprightly ways, your 
parakeet must be in good health—-which means he must have good 
care. Basie to good care is proper food, Fortunately, with parakeets, 
this is an easy matter. Parakeet seed from recognized pet product 
firms contains all necessary food elements and comes conveniently 
boxed, He will need additional calcium, supplied by cuttlebone, and 
gravel is a necessity for healthy digestion. In addition, there are spe- 
cial treats and conditioning foods to add diet variety. You might give 
your parakeet occasional bits of fresh fruit or a spray of millet seed, 
but stay away from rich, processed foods from the family table. 


Keep water fresh and be sure the seed cup is never full of hulls.

Who is the “average” familyr 


Is there such a thing? If we are to believe a great deal of what 
we read and listen to, there must be: it is that family, presum- 
ably, to which “mass” appeal is directed—an appeal to an aver- 
age street in an average city with an average group of neighbors. 
Yet we feel that a great deal of mass appeal must fall on deaf 
ears, simply because of the Smiths and the Browns—young 
friends of ours who live next door to one another in houses that, 
architecturally, are fundamentally alike. Their incomes are ap- 
proximately the same; they each have two children (with a 
third on the way); they each have at least one car. They belong 
to a PTA, a golf club, a bridge club, a church. Yet if either fam- 
ily were told they were average people, they would howl with 
rage—and rightly, for the epithet is undeserved. The Smiths 
and the Browns (and there are millions of them) are far from 
average. They vary one from the other in background, interest, 
temperament and personal taste—so how can they be stand- 
ardized? Never in their lives would they (or anyone else) admit 


that they had an “average” child; “popular” preference is one 
thing they care for not at all, and one has only to examine the 
interiors of their homes to understand how really eclectic they 
are. Or, if you like, read the current issue of this magazine: it 
is a reflection of that eclecticism. 

In varying degrees, and as always, these pages are devoted to 
furniture, fabrics, rugs and the hundred-and-one components of 
interior decoration: to houses, children and music, to flowers 
and food. Yet nothing is there because it reflects “popular” 
taste, and nothing is meant to attract the attention of the 
“masses.” If it were (since the existence of either factor is 
moot), this might soon be an unread publication. Whatever you 
see is meant to appeal only to that reader in whom it strikes a 
spark and who sees in it a means of expression. 

It may be a new chair (and a chair can vary from a Louis 
Seize armchair to a milking stool), a new kind of vacation house, 
a new suit for Junior, a new way to bake a cake or a new rain- 
coat for the dog. Whatever its category, it is an integral part of a 
scheme for living that is as wide and as varied and as desirable 
as we can make it. The only thing average about it is its sound- 
ness of value. That is something every Smith and Brown in the 
country understands and are perfectly willing to be average 
about. But in matters of taste, they are individualistic, and it is 


our business to encourage them to remain that way.

A practical investment 


In our March, 1954 issue. we asked the provocative question, 
Can You Afford A Part-Time Home? and showed the house 
at left, located on the ocean at Westhampton Beach, New 
York. Revisiting the scene four years later, we found an 
affirmative answer in some twenty homes newly-built in the 
immediate neighborhood, several of them directly attributable 
to our story. The newest of these is the structure above, built 
on the same property. The owner, Bill Hague, who considers 
carpentry his golf, found the first cottage which he designed 
and finished himself so relaxing a source of weekend enjoy- 
ment and so profitable an investment, that last summer he 
cast an appraising eye on a vacant portion of the long, narrow 
beach lot, about 200 feet from the existing house. A second structure, if carefully 
designed and oriented, he figured, would present no conflict in privacy or enjoyment 
of the ocean and bay views. Accordingly, he designed a two-family house of duplex 
apartments, with living areas and decks on the second floor, high enough to afford a 
view over the dune, turning essentially bayside property into higher-rental ocean-view 
property. In each unit, a double bedroom, bath and hall were planned on the lower 
floor. A modular design incorporated 4’ x 8 panels of asbestos-cement and standard 
windows and doors into a post-and-beam frame. A local builder put up the shell and 
the owner on weekends and vacation finished the two units as shown on the next four 
pages, one decorated in contemporary style, the other, for contrast, in traditional. 
Fully insulated (but without heating), complete with two full kitchens, two baths 


and equipped to the last accessory, the double structure cost $11.50 a square foot.

An experiment economy 


One of the joys of the holiday home is that it allows a family to express 
themselves as unconventionally, as individually as they like. New ma- 
terials, new forms, new ways of using space can be tried without invest- 
ing a fortune. A case in point is the domical structure shown here. one 
of the highlights of the Arts Festival held not long ago in San Francisco. 
The geodesic dome concept. invented by R. Buckminster Fuller, follows 
his principle of “per pound performance of materials” based on the 
fact that a dome encloses the greatest volume of space for the least 
amount of material used. This dome, 25 feet in diameter, includes 500 
square feet of living space. Built of full-size panels of Douglas Fir Ply- 
wood, it has no frame and is constructed simply by lapping and bolting 
the panels. The Plydome Vacation Cabin is sold as a package which 
includes all plywood with holes predrilled, all window and door ma 
terials, and in some cases, flooring. plus instructions for assembly. Price 
is about $1.000 in the San Francisco area. The geodesic dome design 


was adapted by architects Marquis & Stoller; fabricator was Dan Grae. 


High density overlaid plywood 


gives the exterior of this easily as- 
-embled domical vacation home a 
hard, glossy finish needing no paint 
und impervious to water. Windows 
are Fiberglas cut in triangular pan- 
els, five of them fitted to form each 
of the five pentagon-shaped see- 
tions. There is also a skylight at 
the roof juncture and smaller tri- 
angular windows circling the dome. 
For the interior, a pie-shaped see- 
tion of plywood walls and partitions

An experience in home-ownership 


For the apartment dweller. this vacation house provides not only a summer retreat, but 
the opportunity to experience home-ownership for a comparatively modest investment 


The pilot model of the house. designed by Norman Cherner, was part of the United 


States exhibit at the Vienna Trade Fair and served to demonstrate the economical 


application of prefabrication to small summer homes. This plan presupposes. of course, 
the kind of family that takes its vacations en masse and likes to return to the same 
plac e cach vear like a covey of homing pigeons. The charming three-bedroom structure 
is endowed with manifold assets—not the least of which is its surprisingly low cost 
The package —it comes in completely prefabricated sections--is $3.785 (F.O.B. Cam 
den, Maine). Since most of the assembly work has already been done by Pre-Duilts 


at their mill. it takes only some 225 man hours to put the structure together, thus ef 


fecting considerable savings in labor costs as compared to the conventionally built 
house. The package includes full insulation (mineral wool) in roof, walls and floor, but 
does not provide for foundation (piers). utilities. kitchen equipment or built-up roof 


These elements. according to the architect, will bring the total cost up to about $7,000, 
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T-shaped plan prov les for complete separation of 


sleeping and living areas. Bedroom wing, stretching 
wross the top of the T, jis connected to the rest of 
the house by a covered deck (see diagram below) that 
lords access to the outdoors as well as to the bath- 
room and to the living-dining room (via the kitehen). 
Bedrooms can thus serve as “bathhouse.” without 
sand being tracked into the house proper.

turally. the house is simplicity iteelf—a combination

. For vagabond families who like the same vacation spot for only a sum- 
mer or two, the idea of a vacation house that can be dismantled and 
moved to greener pastures is an intriguing one. Landscape architect 
Eric Clough designed such a portable shelter for the San Mateo, Cali 


fornia County Fair and Floral Fiesta. The structure consists of two 


dressing rooms, a living-dining area and bath. a total of 440 square 
feet. The cost, $7.50 a square foot, is made possible by the materials: 
California redwood combined with an unusual, new translucent plastic 
panel, about two inches thick, Panels have insulating properties, can be 
used for interior and exterior surfaces. In V x 8’ size, they can be ap- 


plied quickly to a frame which has been designed to a similar module. 


Portable vacation house was planned to be movable: it can be taken 
apart and reassembled. The panels (by Aveo Manufacturing) are made by 
sandwiching a Styrofoam core between two sheets of Filon. Framed with 
redwood, the panels contribute an interesting geometric pattern to both in- 


terior and exterior. Above, sliding doors fill the width of two, 4-foot sections.

It is also the most important 
to the total beauty of his garden as a whole, for it provides the 
setting and, like the frame on a picture, can make his garden 
either effective or lost in the distraction of irregular grass 
growth, weeds and bare spots. So if there’s any place where 
more power is needed, it’s for mowing grass. 

If you already have a power mower, how efficient and how 
safe is it according to 1958 standards? Your safety was the 
primary consideration behind the most important new develop- 
ments in power mowers this year. Engineers concentrated on 
this problem and, as a result. the new mowers you'll see this 
spring are safer as well as more efficient. These new safety fea- 
tures are no mere gadgets but basic changes carefully aimed at 
reducing the possibility of accident. 

One development that promises to prevent many an accident 
is the electric- and battery-operated self-starters which have 
replaced the starter cord on many gasoline-powered mowers. 
Jacobsen, among others, offers this important safety feature. 
Reo protects against gasoline spillage on hot engine parts by 
designing a tubular-steel handle which serves as a gas tank and 
permits safe fueling at a distance from the engine. 

The Silent Scott mower, powered by electricity, features an 
electric brake which makes for fast. sure stopping. The de-luxe 
model avoids danger from cut electric cord by supplying a spe- 
cial reel-type handler for the cord and reduces dangers during 
twilight mowing by having front and rear lights. 

Another important new feature on many mowers this year is 
the placing of clutch controls in easy reach on the top or side 
instead of farther down on the handle. Huffy and Moto-Mower 
and others make changing of the blade height a simple matter 
and, more important, a safe matter, by taking the adjustment 
from under the mower housing and putting it on the outside. 

More mowers this year have housings which entirely cover 
the blades, with Toro developing a housing, which, they say, 


makes it virtually impossible to come in contact with the blades. 


For the same purpose, the Reo rotary de-luxe model has a 
double-deck arrangement, both front and rear. 

Johnston uses a metal baffle to surround the outer edge of the 
blade at the back, insurance against foot injuries. The reel-type 
Velva Trim mower of the same firm features a catcher at the 
front which, in addition to gathering clippings. prevents chil- 
dren or pets from approaching the business side of the mower. 
(Reel mowers have blade action similar to the old-fashioned 
hand mower and are best for closely cropped grass like the golf 
putting green. Rotary—or fan-type blade—mowers cut taller 
grass, even weeds, can give a highly finished look to most lawns. 

Ingenious arrangements have been made to prevent bits of 
stone, bone or other debris from being flung from the whirling 
rotary blades. Clippings and debris discharge from a side chute 
on the Toro Whirlwind and deflect downward. Numerous manu 
facturers cite the metal used in their housing for its shatterproof 
toughness. A mower with a handle of adjustable height is made 
by Lawn Boy, It provides easier and safer operation for persons 
of unusual height or older children (and the power mower is 
definitely not a tool for the very young). 

Study the thirteen safety rules, shown on these pages, ree- 
ommended by the Lawn Mower Institute. That number thirteen 
ean avoid bad luck for you. They might also have added two

Rules for Power Mowing* 


. Be sure the lawn is clear. Remove stones, wire, sticks, toys 
anything that might catch in or be thrown by the blades. 

. Start your mower carefully. Stand firmly, keep feet away 
from blade. If your mower is self-propelled be sure it is out 
of gear before starting. 

. Know your controls, Learn how to disengage the clutch or 
stop the machine quickly in an emergency. 

. Be extra-careful on slopes. Be sure of your footing—keep 
your balance at all times. The steeper the incline, the great- 
er the need for caution. 

. Keep children and pets away. They may distract you or 
injure themselves. 

. Shut off the power whenever you leave the mower. 

. Keep hands and feet away from the blade, the engine or 
the drive mechanism when running. 

. Stop the engine and disconnect ignition wire (or unplug 
electric mower) before making adj or cleaning 
blade. Keep blade sharp and balanced. 

. Don’t overspeed the mower. Excessive cutting speed or 
tampering with the g can be dang 

. Avoid use of electric mower in rain or when grass is wet 
(newest electric mowers use three-wire safety cord. Ed.) 

. Store gasoline safely in a tightly sealed container. 

. Respect your power mower. Teach this respect to other 
members of the family. Be sure they know the importance 
of these simple safety suggestions. 

. Riding-type mowers are like small tractors. It is possible 
to tip these mowers over either backwards or sideways. 
Exercise extreme caution on steep slopes or inclines.

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HE CAKE MIX: 
GILDED VARIETY 


A fine cake has always been the badge of a good cook. It may be her only accom- 
plishment (the best cake-baker we know, cannot, figuratively, boil water), but she 
needs no other: her kudos are assured with that one perfect devil's food or angel 
food or whatever her forte may be. She is also—intent as she is upon artistry—

Exactly how this sweet-tooth abracadabra is accomplished we will 

deal with a little later; at the moment we are concerned with the cake- 

mix cake itself. It has certain advantages over the recipe cake in 

that it is almost always more uniform, requires less time to make, fewer utensils and, 
as a rule, costs less. The eggs alone for a recipe angel-food cake, for example, cost more 
than the complete angel-food cake mix. Only the cook who bakes constantly and keeps 
a wide variety of seldom-used ingredients on the pantry shelf will find the average 


recipe cake somewhat more economical than its packaged sister. sent OWEN 


All cake mixes are accurately measured and calculated to provide the proper chemical 
reaction when directions are followed. Never substitute one liquid for another unless 
package directions indicate that this is possible. If you defy this rule, you may end up 
with a cake that sticks to the pan or breaks apart, is heavy, low in volume, rubbery. 
dry or crumbly in texture. You may, however, add certain very finely chopped or 
grated dry ingredients such as nuts, chocolate, candied fruits, lemon and orange peel 
with excellent results as far as variations in flavor and texture are concerned, 

To avoid failure when using a cake mix, follow this check list: 

1. Read package directions carefully before you touch a spoon. Directions may vary. 
2. Set oven controls at correct temperature and, just to be on the safe side, check aceu- 
racy with a good portable oven thermometer. 

3. Add the exact amount of liquid specified, using a liquid measuring cup with grad- 
uated markings and rim above one-cup line. 


1. Beat for full amount of time given in directions, until batter is smooth. 
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5. Scrape batter from spoon or spatula and bottom and sides of bowl fre- 
quently during mixing period. 
6. Use baking-pan sizes suggested on package. Pan should be no more 


than half full; otherwise batter may overflow. 


7. Grease pans generously with 4 tablespoon shortening, then dust with 


flour (except for angel-food cake, which requires a dry pan). 
8. Touch cake lightly in center to determine doneness: if it 
springs back, cake is done. Remove from oven to cool. 

9. Allow cake to cool slightly in pan—about 10 minutes, Then 


remove and cool on a rack, right side up. 


You now have the basic cake; from here on, the artist takes 
over. The trick lies in an adjustment in flavor through the addi- 
tion of certain dry flavoring agents, and in unusual fillings 
and/or frostings. The recipes we have selected gild the lily de- 
liberately and lusciously; if they inspire you to various elabora- 


tions of your own, fine: that’s what they're for.

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How to plant a flo 


While flower arranging is one of our favorite indoor sports, it 
doesn’t have to be limited to the indoors. Imagine the excitement 
and satisfaction of creating a bold scale arrangement outdoors in 
your own garden. It can be done; here’s how you go about it. 
The same principles of color, line and texture apply indoors or 
out. However, you will have to visualize the outdoor composition 
since you are starting your arrangement with bulbs and seedlings 
instead of actual plant material. Most important, of course, select 
flowers that will bloom simultaneously. This also means that plants 
must have compatible growing habits so they will all flourish under 
the same soil, moisture and exposure conditions.

programs. Most amplifiers also have provision for con- 


necting a microphone; by speaking into it, you could use 


the hi-fi as a public-address system. To eap it all, you 
could connect part of the amplifier’s output signal into 
the tape recorder; in this manner you could record on 


tape any of the other program sources being heard over 


the system-—phonograph. radio, TV. 

This, very simplified, describes the basic functions of 
a complete home sound system. Whether or not any sound 
system qualifies as “hi-fi” depends, of course, on the 
sound caliber of the components used. 

Packaged systems: For the hi-fi music lover who has no 
inclination toward component planning and assembly, sev 
eral “package” console systems are available. In a sense 
these units are the bigger and often better counterparts of 
the radio-phonograph combination of yesteryear. Such 
equipment may or may not be hi-fi-—depending. of course. 
on what's inside them. Sometimes, an excess of adjectives 
is used to camouflage a dearth of information about true 


audio quality 


and about as often thumping bass and 
screeching highs are demonstrated rather than genuine 
tonal balance and realism. to impress the eager but unwary 
buyer. If you're in doubt. try to compare the performance 
of a console you're considering with that of a comparably 
priced component system—-remembering of course that 
part of the total price for the package represents furniture 
and assembly costs. Equally important is the fact that any 
such equipment automatically involves a cabinet of given 
style and dimensions—make certain it will blend with 
your own decoration, Companies producing “ready-to-

Furthermore, certain component manu 
facturers produce package consoles which comprise, in 
addition to the cabinetry. the same components one might 
buy separately, In this group are found such names as 
AMI. Ampex. Fisher. Granco, Gray, Harman-Kardon, 
Pilot. Radio Craftsmen and Sherwood. Finally. many hi-fi 
dealers—such as Lafayette Radio and the Electronic 
Workshop in New York City, or Kierulff Sound Corpora- 
tion in Los Angeles—will provide you with a complete 
hi-fi system completely installed in any type of cabinet or 
built-in. Prices for packages vary considerably, from some- 
thing like $280 for a phono player to about $1.500 for a 
complete phono-AM-FM-stereophonic tape system com- 
parable to a component system. 


Components cost and planning: Suggestions for com- 


ponent hi-fi system in various price ranges are included 


in most hi-fi catalogues. and are always available in per- 
sonal discussions with hi-fi dealers. To list all the possible 
combinations of components would be a colossal task, 
impossible in a discussion of this size. Certain points can 
In sted. however: first. what vou can expect to get in 
various price ranges: second, hints on how to apportion 
your hi-fi budget intelligently. 

In terms of price. there is a wide margin of choice. 
Basically. there are two approaches to the matter of system 
cost: one is the absolute ceiling budget for a complete 
system: the other is the spend-some-now-but-add-more- 
later method. Either approach can put you “in business” 
with an adequate hi-fi system. but the latter has the virtue 

important to many of leaving vou room for expansion 
later. Generally speaking. the separate component. ot 
building-block, method of putting together a hi-fi system 
lends itself to the latter approach. You can, as an example, 
assemble a “minimal-fi” phono system for about $150. 
Eventually. however. vou might want to add a .uner or 
tape recorder, Or, you might want to substitute your 
original phono pickup for a better one. Or. on another

you could start with a moderately priced ($20-$30) eight- 
inch speaker, whic h would perform nicely for as long a 
time as vou wanted, but which could easily become the 
mid-range unit in a future three-way speaker system, or 
one of the twin speakers in a stereophonic setup. 

The $150-$200 system may not get vou all those elusive 
highs and subbasement lows associated with hi-fi, but it 
can provide the facilities for listening to a balanced re 
production of most of the musical range. But people do 
buy the higher priced units, anticipating such features as 
wider frequency response: longer, trouble-free perform 
ance with a minimum of maintenance: less distortion in 
the sound: or controls that are more accurate and versa- 
tile; or simply greater power for larger rooms and huge 
speaker systems in the home. 

For his first venture into audio. the prospective hi-fi 
huver who must place a ceiling on the budget-—-but who 
can antrerpate future improvement or expansion prob 

bly would do well to get the best amplifier he can afford 
\ vood amplifier should accept any program source you 
care to feed it. and return it--enlarged and controlled the 
way vou want it. but not distorted to drive the loud- 
speaker. Once you own any amplifier there is little you 
can do to improve it. unless you're a skilled technician 

and even then. the cost and effort involved in “souping 
up” an amplifier might easily mean that vou should have 
hought a better one in the first place. The same is true of 
tuners. [tis less true of phono players (vou can mount a 
new tone-arm on your turntable, or insert a better car 
tridge, or change a worn sapphire stylus for a new dia 
mond stylus). And it is least true of speakers: one can. 
with relatively little trouble. improve a speaker system by 
discreetly adding a tweeter. or woofer. or new crossover 
network, or by building a better enclosure. and so on. In 
fact, many manufacturers, such as University, Jensen. 
Fleetro-Voice, now offer special lines of speakers and 
enclosures expressly aimed at the “restless” hi-fi enthusiast 
whose efforts at improvement thus can be abetted with 


fair amounts of good audio practice —as well as striking 


design concepts. A huge speaker system, for example. 


need be no guessing game for the nontechnical hobbyist: 
similarly. a behemoth-type enclosure for such a system ean 
hecome part of a room-divider or series of wall cabinets. 

Now let's go back a little. Suppose the price ceiling is 
$150 to $200. How much of this amount should be spent 
on each component? It is true that a phono-player attach 
ment can be bought for perhaps $35-$40——but how will it 
sound playing through a $60-$80 amplifier and similarly 
priced speaker? Chances are, the bass you're after will be 
muddied with rumble (noise from the phono motor) or

turntable speed). And while the amplifier and speaker 
may be capable of reproducing up to 15.000 cycles per 
second, the cartridge used in the phono player might not 
be capable of supplying such frequencies. In the matter of 


apportioning amounts, remember that one of the hardest 


things to design and build correctly is a good loud-speaker 
for use at one end of the hi-fi chain--and a good phono 
pickup at the other end. This means that the amplifier used 
in a low priced system often tends to be a more capable 
component. in its class. than are the phono player and 
speaker in their respective classes. It also means that such 
an amplifier could prove quite serviceable in a higher- 
priced system in which the added quality went into the 
other components, 

To put it another way: take a modest hi-fi system using 
a three-speed record changer and low-priced cartridge; a 
10- or 12-watt amplifier with controls; and a single-unit 
(8- or 10. or 12-inch) loud-speaker in a suitable enclosure. 
Such a system can be assembled for well under $200, 
Does this mean that if you're prepared to spend more than 
The 


answer is ves. only if you plan also to get a better speaker, 


$200. vou should get a more expensive ampli 


and a better phono player (to do both vou should figure 


on an additional $75, at least). Simply replacing the 12- 
watt amplifier with. say. a 25-watt amplifier will not 
necessarily get vou better sound. It may not even get you 
louder sound. What can be said is that the more expensive 
amplifier may help the system sound “smoother” or 
“cleaner” over a wider range——provided the associated 
components are of equal quality. In our example here, the 
better amplifier probably would provide you with a few 
additional controls and gadgets--to reduce the rumble, 
hum. scratch. ete, that are bound to be amplified along 
with the music, Add a better speaker to such a system and 


you will very likely hear an improvement in the music, but 


rin. -you are almost certain to hear noises that you 
never Knew existed 

On the other hand. you can realize improvement by 
spending upwards of $200; your modest amplifier remains 
in the system. but you get a “professional” type turntable 
and arm instead of changer or “package player.” Such 
equipment can reduce to a minimum the chances of spuri- 
ous noises as well as undue record wear: using it means 
too that when and if you desire. you may expand your 
present speaker system to encompass wider ranges with- 
out running the risk of having it reproduce noise instead 
of music. Another thing: in the original system. the 
10. or 12-watt amplifier was a congenial mate for 
the modest speaker used. huskier amplifier could. 


on very loud passages, damage such a speaker. It is 


always best to use a speaker whose power rating is 
sufficient to handle whatever crescendos are thrown

Housing and installation: Re- 
zardless of the cost of components, 
your final installation of the system 
may take many turns.

extremes is an almost infinite range 
of possibilities in style. treatment 
and cost. With a little thought and 
planning, you should soon discover 
how the components may be in- 
tegrated into your décor. 

Closets, walls, hutches, break- 
fronts, bookshelves, cabinets in 
general—all can be adapted for 
housing hi-fi gear. In addition, vou 
might think in terms of new pieces, 
specifically designed and built for 
hi-fi equipment. In this group 
fi furniture”—are pieces with lift. 
up tops for record players, ad- 
justable shelves for components as 
well as records, and panels that 
may be cut out to accommodate 
control knobs. Such furniture can 
be bought completely finished. or 
in kit form to be assembled and 
finished at home. Generally, speak- 
er enclosures of matching style and 
proportions are also available. 
Cabinart, Country Workshop and 
River Edge are a few of the lead- 
ing companies producing this type 
of furniture. Costlier units, suitable 
for hi-fi, may be found from Drexel, 
Herman Miller, Paul MeCobb, 
Mills-Denmark. ete. You could, of 
course, design and build your own 
or go whole hog and work out plans 
with a designer and then turn the 
whole project over to a custom 
cabinetmaker.

Why not: surround the 
fireplace with shelves or built-ins. 
Hi-fi instead of a fireplace? Of 
course: you can use the hi-fi im 
stallation to create a new room 
center or conversation piece.

To some extent. you can put the 
cart before the horse: the type of 
installation you want may deter- 
mine what components you buy. 
Suppose your dream is to sit in 
your favorite chair and merely by 
reaching to your side tune in broad- 
casts, play records, control volume 
and tone, ete. An attractive. end- 
table-height piece could be used to 
house all components except the 
speaker, which would be placed at 
a comfortable listening distance. 
The logical choice of components 
for this installation would em- 
phasize compactness together with 
quality. You might select a tuner 
which has a complete amplifier 
built onto the same chassis: all 
controls at your elbow. Or, you 
might get a tuner with a built-in 
preamplifier: again, all cont 
would be where you want them, 
but the separate power amplifier 
needed in such a system might have 
to be placed elsewhere in the room. 
If your tuner-preamplifier has a 
“low impedance output” the next 
link in the hi-fi chain. the power 
amplifier, may be located as far 


away as you like. The phono used 
in this system could be a turntable 
and arm assembly: if compactness 
demanded it, one of the better 
record changers (Garrard or Web- 
cor, ete.), requiring less mounting 
space, could be used. 

A word on speakers and en- 
closures: No \oud-speaker should 
he considered apart from its en- 
closure. The box that houses the 
loud-speaker is an integral part of 
the sound-reproducing system. To 
be sure, the enclosure is made of 
wood and is not “electronic” in 
nature: for this reason many re- 
gard it more as furniture (note the 
phrase “speaker cabiner”) than as 
a working part of the hi-fi «vstem. 
Nonetheless. the wooden structure 
that houses the loud-speaker plays 
a vital part and can make the 
difference between good sound, 
just-so sound. or downright poor 
sound. Consider it, if vou must. as 
a piece of hi-fi gear which. because 
of its design and construction, can 
also be regarded and treated as 
furniture—-if you desire. How- 
ever, like everything else in hi-fi, 
handsome is as handsome does: a 
speaker enclosure, regardless of 
how it looks or “fits in.” will do a 
good job for the speaker in it only 
if it is suited acoustically. 


Now, if you are not seriously 
considering ever using more than 
one speaker system (stereophonic 
sound demands at least two speak- 
ers, and many hi-fi: devotees use 
Iwo speaker systems even on sin 
channel hi-fi). and if vou have an 
available corner, then the recom 
mended spot for your one speaker 
is generally in that corner. Corner 
placement of a speaker in a single 
channel or “monaural” system im- 
proves response: the reem 
walls act as sound reflectors for low 
frequencies. Treble response some- 
times improves too: the corner is a 
vantage point for a uniform spread 
of high frequencies. The “eaddy- 
corner” approach. however. is not 
too warmly accepted. particularly 
in modern decoration. The next 
best position, then. would be 
against the short wall of the room, 
so that the speaker “looks” inte the 
room's long dimension. Such place 
ment just about presupposes a 
rectanglar box for the speaker 

There are some enclosures. how- 
ever, that demand corner place- 
ment, caddy-corner at that. These 
are the “folded-horn™ types which 
do offer a considerable amount of 
bass tone for relatively modest 
power inputs from the amplifier 


Such enclosures depend on the 
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walls flanking their sides to act as 
part of the folded-horn. Whether 
such a speaker system ix for you 
depends largely on how it ~ounds, 
as well as how it fits. in your room, 

An alternate setup, which ean 
provide as much if not more tonal 
output, clarity and depth is one 
which uses two noncerner speaker 
systems, placed alons the long wall 
and spaced <0 as to approximately 
“triseet™ that wall. In a 12° by 
room, such a setup would include 
the two speakers. each in its re 
spective box. the boxes against one 
of the 20% walls and spaced about 
equidistant from the shorter walls 
at either end. This leaves about six 
feet between the two enclosures, 
Two matched speakers. 0 placed, 
would do very. very nicely for any 
monaural hi-fi system: at the same 
time they would serve as the pair 
of speakers you'd need if ever you 
decided to “go stereophonic.” An 
added bonus is the installation pos 
sibilities created by the use of two 
such) speakers: the rest of the 
equipment can be housed or 
shelved between them, about them, 
or flanking them. Or. it can be 
placed entirely remotely from 
them. The “triseeted wall.” in any 
case, offers some interesting pos 
sibilities for decoration, hi-fi or ne.
